The  Marquis  of  R  'ckingham  was  ap¬ 
pointed  fi.ll  lord  'A  the  Treafury,  and 
liord  North  was  dilmifAd,  and  in  this  fi- 
tuation  he  remained  w'ithoiit  any  em¬ 
ployment  under  government  during  the 
fhovt  period  of  the  Rockingham  adminif- 
i  ir.ation,  and  he  divide  d  with  the  minority 
f  in  the  Honfe  of  Commons  againft  the  re¬ 
peal  of  the  ft.iinp  ail. 

In  the  month  of  Auguft  1766,  the 
Duke  (jiafton  w  as  pheed  at  the  head 
of  the  Treafury,  the  Rockingham  admini- 
firation  being  diflTo'ved;  and  Lord  North 
condefeended  to  fhare  the  office  of  pay- 
maftcr  of  the  forces  with  the  late  George 
Cooke,  Efq;  till  he  could  be  better  provi¬ 
ded  lor. 

In  September  1 767,  his  Lordfhip  was 
appointed  Chanceilor  of  the  Exchequer, 
in  the  room  of  Chailcs  Townfliend,  Efq; 
deceafed  ;  and,  finally,  in  the  month  of 
January  1770,  upon  the  refignation  of 
the  Duke  or  Grafton,  his  Lordihip  was 
appointed  Firlt  Lord  of  the  Treafury,  in 
which  high  office  he  ffill  continues,  and 
has  given  fuch  fatisfaition  to  his  royal 
mailer,  that  he  has  been  rewarded  with  a 
blue  ribbon,  and  the  lucrative  office  of 
Lord  Warden  and  Conftable  of  Dover 
Caftle.  The  principal  meafures  of  his  ad- 
minHlration  are  fo  fully  related  in  the 
Parliamentary  Debates,  and  arc  fo  deeply 
impreffed  on  the  minds  of  his  fellow- 
fubjeds,  that  it  is  needkfs  to  repeat

new  pair  of  brcechet*.  Poor  man  !  1  faw 
the  long-lorgotten  flufli  of  indignation 
w’arm  his  cheek  at  the  wanton  iiifult, 
and  the  quickened  fire  flalh  from  his 
eyes  ;  but  a  gathering  tear  foon  fubdued 
the  one,  and  a  rifing  figh  foon  chaced 
away  the  other.  He  fliook  his  head 
geniiy,  his  hand  trembled  a  little  as  he 
delivered  me  in  exchange  for  the  half 
crown  to  his  fleek  and  pitylcfs  employer; 
and  I  declare  to  you,  that  every  line 
marked  upon  mein  praife  of  pleafure  felt 
real  pain  at  paiting  from  him. 

By  this  time  my  particles  that  were

Of  the  immediate  Or  a  an  of  the  VciCE, 
and  of  its  different  Modulations,  By 
Dr  Ferrein. 

Authors  have  been  too  fevere  with 
regard  to  llte  ancients,  when  tfrey 
ceiilure  them  for  thtir  having  compared 
the  organ  of  the  human  voice  to  a  mufical 
pipe  ;  for  it  is  probable  they  dcligned 
nothing  more  by  ihi^  exprtlfloij,  liiaii 
that  this  oigm  is  made  near'y  in  the 
Dime  manner  as  that  inlii  iiment,  and  that 
they  both  are  put  in  action,  and  give  their 
tones  by  the  means  of  the  air  or  wind 
which  p.itus  tiuo'jgh  then*  cavities,  lii 
reality,  the  ajpera  arteria  is  a  pipe  ihro^ 
which  the  .c.r  pafles  to  and  from  the 
lungs,  and  its  head  where  the  larynx  ter¬ 
minates  the  upper  part,  is  w'ell  enough 
reprefented  by  that  end  of  a  flute  which 
is  applied  to  the  lips.  However  it  mult 
be  owned  that  the  wind  which  produces 
the  found  is  forced  througii  tiie  chink 
to  the  other  end  of  the  tube,  and  that 
the  diredti/  contrary  happens  in  the 
organ  of  voice  ;  in  which  it  is  not  p(»ffi- 
ble  that  t!ic  ancients  any  rro'rc  than  the 
moderns  can  have  been  miltahen.  Rut 
there  is  reatbii  to  believe  that  they  both 
have  been  miltaken,  wditn  they  athrmed 
that  the  organ  of  voice  was  nothin':  elfe, 
properly  (peaking,  but  a  wind  inltrument, 
fiich  as  the  flute,  the  flagillet,  or  the 
hautboy. 

Dr  Ferret’ll  is  of  a  quite  different  opi¬ 
nion,  and  brings  various  fxpcriiTK  nts  to 
fiippoit  it  ;  hm  the  organ  of  voice,  accor - 
ding  to  liiin,  partakes  both  of  a  wind  and

that  they  produce  the  different  tones  of 
voice,  according  to  the  common  laws  of 
ftringed  inftruments. 

Thefc  two  forts  of  ftringed  inftruments 
differ  from  each  other  in  as  much  as  the 
found  of  one  kind  depends  on  their  con- 
ftru^tion  and  the  materials  of  which  they 
are  m^ide  ;  whereas,  in  the  other  it  de¬ 
pends  on  the  conftrudtion  alone.  In  the 
former,  fuch  as  the  violin,  the  harpficord 
and  the  bell,  the  quality  of  the  matter 
has  an  influence  on  the  nature  of  the 
found  ;  bteaufe  the  found  and  the  diffe¬ 
rent  tones  depend  upon  the  vibrations 
which  are  almoft  evident  to  the  fight  or 
touch  ;  when  as  the  latter  never  yield 
any  found  but  in  confequcnce  of  their 
dimenft'  ns,  their  apertures,  their  chinks, 
and  their  flops,  by  the  means  of  which 
the  tonic  parts  of  the  air  are  put  in  agi¬ 
tation.  Thus  the  fofteft  as  w^cll  as  the 
hardeft  metals,  ivory,  horn,  wood,  and 
even  pafteboard,  will  in  this  cafe  produce 
nearly  the  fame  effeds  ;  and  this  pheno¬ 
menon,  however  ftrange  it  may  appear, 
is  found  to  he  true  by  experience.  The 
reafon  of  this  is,  that  the  found  proceed¬ 
ing  from  the  g  eat(  ft  part  of  wind  inftru- 
ments,  paiticularly  tubes  or  pipes,  is  not 
owing  to  the  fenlible  vibrations  of  the 
matter  of  which  they  are  compofed. 
The  vibration  ofthele  may  be  interrup¬ 
ted,  rendered  dull,  and  wholly  flopped 
by  a  hard  preflure  and  feveral  other 
means,  and  yet  there  fliall  be  no  fenfible 
change  in  the  ftrength  or  nature  of  the 
found  of  the  inftrument.  There  may 
perhaps  be  fome  very  minute  alterations, 
and  fome  materials  may  be  better  than 
others  for  the  conftrndion  of  thefc  iiiftru- 
men^s ;  but  thefe  nice  diftindlions  are 
fon  i  :n  to  our  prefent  purpofe.  The  or¬ 
gan  of  the  voice  of  men  and  of  quadru¬ 
peds  is  a  chord  inftrument,  according  to 
Dr  Ferrein,  but  fuch  a  one  as  the  wind 
caufes  to  vibrate  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  bow  adts  upon  the  violin. 

However,  as  there  are  but  two  vocal 
chords  belonging  to  the  glottis,  and 
which  appear  to  be  of  the  fame  iength,  it 
is  plain  that  they  are  not  fufficient  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  multiplicity  of  acute  and  grave 
founds  of  which  the  human  voice  is  ca¬ 
pable,  or  at  leaft  iinlefs  they  are  rendered 
lojigeror  ftiorter,  or,  which  is  the  fame 
thing,  unlefs  they  become  more  or  lefs 
tenfe  But  their  length  cannot  be  chan¬ 
ged,  except  by  means  of  diftention  or 
contraction;  whcrce  all  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  grave  and  acute  tones  rauft  be 
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owing  to  the  greater  or  kh 
of  the  tendinous  fibres  of  the  " 
and  the  air  which  comes  from  thf 
into  the  wind-pipe,  and  which 
againft  the  narrow  chink  which  is  farm 
thereby,  will  not  produce  tones  more  or 
lefs  acute,  but  in  proportion  as  thefe 
fibres  or  ftrings  which  it  puts  in  vibration 
lhall  be  more  or  lefs  tenfe,  and  bv  that 
means  occafion  vibrations  more  or 
quick,  which  have  no  dcpendance  on  the 
width  or  narrownefs  of  the  glottis. 

This  is  the  theory  of  Dr  Ferrein,  and 
it  now  remains  to  Ihow  that  it  is  fuppor. 
ted  by  experiments.  This  has  bren  fti 
by  the  DoCtor  in  various  m.ianerb,  and 
upon  divers  animals,  of  which  there  arc 
a  great  many  witnefles.  He  takes  a 
wdiid-pipe  with  its  larynx  from  the  body 
of  an  animal,  blows  therein,  and  kccpi 
the  te  ndiiious  fibres  of  the  glottis,  which 
are  united  like  tape,  more  or  lefs  tcnic, 
and  fo  makes  it  give  different  tones  by 
that  meaujj,  fometimes  high,  and  fore¬ 
times  low.  Thefe  tones  a^e  likewn'e 
different,  according  to  the  variety  cf  the 
wind- pipes  that  are  made  ufe  o'.  Thus 
you  may  hear  the  bellowff ng  of  a  bull, 
the  fqueaki ng  of  a  hog  in  pain,  ^c.  and 
may  perfe^^tly  diftinguilh  one  from  the 
other.  And  yet  there  are  many  pans 
wanting  which  arc  proper  to  charaffc- 
rize  and  modify  the  voice:  fuch  as  tn^ 
paiatc,  the  teeth,  and  the  lips.  Befidfs 
the  larynx  itfelf  is  commonly  very  mncii 
mutilated  ;  for,  in  fome,  the  epiglottisis 
cut  aw’ay,  and  every  part  of  the  cartilage 
w'hich  furrounJs,  or  w'hich  covers  the 
glottis  and  the  vocal  chords,  the  better 
to  fficw  the  play  and  the  vibrations  of 
thefe  chords:  fu'twithffanding  which, 
the  particular  cry  ot  each  animal  is  pre* 
ferved,  and  they  may  be  plainly  diflin* 
guifhed  from  one  another. 

After  this,  Dr  Ferrein  (hews  that  the 
tendinous  tapes,  or  chords,  which  boun.i 
the  glottis  to  the  right  and  leit,  yield  ^ 
found  like  fonorcus  ftrings,  and  have  the 
fame  properties  that  they  have.

-INHERE  is  no  pafi’on  ftronper  in  the 
i  hiim.-m  mind  than  v.ir.ily,  v.inv.i 
every  man  has  in  a  certain  degree,  In') 
fcocc  any  body  will  own  his 
tviTice  with  it ;  but  there  is  no  Iptcieb  » t 
it  fo  ridiculous  as  th.it  wiiich  takes 


fe  freon  I'ur  valuing  ontlelveii  rno:t  up 
uit  wliich  we  Icalt  underltand.  ^  ^ 
Dciroidhcnes;  the  ixudc  pO''vufr:u.  c.^* 
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tor  of  all  Greece,  valued  himfelf  upon 
ficctioufnefft  and  raillery,  to  he 

abfolute  ftranger. 

Cicero  aimed  to  excel  in  noerry  ;  but 
the  line  upon  his  own  confuiDiip,  which 
Juvenal  has  prtferved,  is  a  (landing  jeit 
upon  his  poetical  talent. 

Benjonfon  was  a  v.aln,ib!e  writer  of 
comedies;  but  he  d-.v.tcd  on  his  Stjanus 
and  Cataline,  which  are  niiferable  com- 
poiitionsin  tragedy. 

This  pretence  to  univerfality  of  genius 
is  a  kind  of  drawback  to  that  fptcies  of 
excelleiice  v.'hich  a  man  really  pollefics. 
The  Alma  of  Prior  is  the  grealcU  ctibrt 
of  hio  genius;  but  the  author  was,  or 
pretended  to  be,  fuch  a  Iharg.r  to  the 
merit  of  it,  that  he  fpokc  of  his  Alma  al¬ 
ways  as  a  night  pciformance,  and  an  a 
mere  effort  of  amufemf’nt.  Solomon,  a 
puern  of  merit,  but  rathi  r  tedsous  from 
its  plan,  was  his  favourite  child  ;  and 
whoever  paid  him  a  vKit  was  fnre  to 
have  a  dofe  from  S<)!i)Tn('n,  and  Come 
glades  of  fack  ;  fo  tliat  “  Sack  and  Soko- 
mon^'  became  a  proverbial  cxprcfTiun 
among  Prior’s  frieiuk . 

Tde  hiltorical  pivtures  of  Ilogartli 
were  much  dearer  to  him  than  lus  hue 
originals  of  humour  ;  and  It'r  onecoFU- 
pliment  bcflowed  on  his  SigifiniinJa,  he 
would  have  given  his  Harlot’s  Prugrels 
and  his  Elcdioii  to  the  Devil. 

An  old  gentleman  tidd  me,  the  other 
day,  that  he  once  v/as  prefent  wherj  C’b* 
her  a(fted  Othedo,  and  Mrs  Chvc  D  'fdc- 
mcna,  and  that  he  never  faw  a  mcriicr 
aii'lience  in  his  life. 

Jarvis  was  a  good  p;ai liter  ;  at  Icaft  he 
Was  cried  up  by  Pope  am!  the  wits  of  his 
d<iy  as  eminent  in  portraiture:  hut  J  ir- 
vis  valued  himfeif  upon  underttaiKiiiig 
Spaniih,  and  in  his  »dd  age  fet  about  a 
IranflatioH  of  Don  Qu'.xotc.

between  it  and  the  linglilh  ;  in  which, 
we  hope,  our  readers  will  bud  fume  cn- 
tertairneiit. 

Considering  the  natural  gaiety 
and  volatility  of  the  French  nation,  I 
have  often  been  lurprizcd  at  their  toiid- 
nels  for  tragedy,  efpecially  as  their  tra¬ 
gedies  are  barren  of  incide:»t,  full  of  h'ng 
dialogues  and  dcciam.ttory  fpecche^ 
and  modelled  according  to  the  brictcll: 
code  of  critical  legiflatiun. 

“  The  mofl  fprightly  and  fafliionaLIe 
people  of  both  fexes  fleck  to  theic  enter¬ 
tainments  in  preference  to  all  others, 
and  lideii  with  unrelaxed  gravity  and  at¬ 
tention.  One  would  imagine  that  fuch 
a  ferioiis,  correc^f,  and  Uniterm  amufe- 
ment,  would  be  more  congenial  with  the 
phlegm  and  faturnine  diTpofitions  of  the 
Englifh,  than  with  the  gay,  volatile  tem¬ 
per  of  the  French. 

“  An  EiJglifli  audience  loves  fliow, 
buftlc,  and  incident,  in  their  tragedies; 
and  have  a  mortal  avcrfion  to  long  dia¬ 
logues  and  fpeeches,  and  however  beau¬ 
tiful  the  language  may  be. 

“  III  this  it  would  feem  that  the  two 
rations  had  changed  charadlers.  Perhaps 
it  would  he  difticult  to  account  for  it  in 
a  fatiofadory  manner.  I  fliall  not  at¬ 
tempt  it.  A  Frenchman  ivonld  cut  the 
matter  lliort,  by  faying,  that  the  Paris 
audience  lias  a  more  correct  and  ju(t 
tafte  than  that  of  London  ;  that  the  one 
could  be  delighted  vviih  poetry  and  fen- 
timent,  while  the  other  could  not  be 
kept  awake  without  buftle,  guards,  pro- 
ceflions,  trumpets,  fighting  ;^nd  murder.

Ifhe  orator  regales  us  with  fcveral  well 
turned  fentences,  and  digreilive  remaiks, 
to  make  us  imagine,  that  this  part  of 
Lord  Marfhars  life  was  filled  .up  with 
fjiTiething  but  all  we  learn  from  his  re¬ 
cital  is,  that  his  hero  went  to  Avignon,

In  1733,  be  appeared,  but  without  any 
didinction,  in  the  war  that  broke  out  be¬ 
tween  Spain  and  the  Emperor  ;  and  in 
1545,  having  defired  to  follow  the  Pre- 
tender^s  foil  inU)  Scotland,  he  received 
information,  tliat  his  fidelity  was  repre- 
l-ntedto  that  Prince  as  dubious,  upon 
which  he  abandoned  his  defigu.  About 
this  time,  allb,  he  left  the  fervice  of  Spain, 
whrre  he  had  done  little,  fettled  at  Ve¬ 
nice,  where  he  did  dill  leis,  anil  lived  in 
altateof  mediocrity  and  obfeurily  bor¬ 
dering  upon  indigence. — As  yet  we  fee 
CO  great  exploits  :  but  let  us  proceed. 

When  his  brother,  General  Keitl),who 
was  quite  another  kind  of  m.in,  left  the 
Ruffian  fervice,  and  entered  into  that  of 
theKifjg  of  Prufiia,  he  perfuaded  Lord 
Marlhal  to  fettle  at  Herlin.  Here  his  fim- 
plicity  and  probity  made  a  fiugukir  im- 
prcHion  on  the  lling,  who  fent  liiin  as  his 
Envoy  Extraordinary  to  Paris.  He  liked 
Paris  better  than  the  pait  he  was  to  aCt 
there,  allcdging,  that  i'le  functions  of  a 
pub'ic  minilter  reqnirevl  a  degree  of  art 
‘iUil  political  dexterity,  Vi  liich  ht  ncirber 
M,  nor  defired  to  have.  And,  ii.deed, 
’Hs  amazing,  that  the  Pruffian  mouair 
knows  men  fo  well,  ibould  fend 
^  ^egociator  to  Paris  at  a  time  wdien  the 
joiirt  of  France  was  forming  with  that  of 
Vienna  the  alliance  that  changed  the  po¬ 
litical  fyftern  of  Germany.  In  1750,  our 
was  fent  by  the  King,  his  friend  and 
trader,  into  Spain,  to  carry  on  a  negoci-i' 
tio'iwhich  was  defignedtorefinrepeaccto 
Europe  ;  but  he  railed  in  the  attempt,  and 
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thus  took  a  total  difguR  at  the  charadicr 
of  an  ambaflador*. 

The  King  of  Pruffia,  during  his  alliance 
with  England  in  the  lad  war,  obtained 
from  George  II.  the  reftoi alien  of  I/ord 
Marflial  to  thofe  honours  and  elUtes 
which  had  been  tvirfeiied  by  rebellion. 
Having  thus  recovered  an  eftrttc  of  1500 
pounds  a  year,  ?,nd  met  with  aronlid 
and  friendly  reception  among  his  ci>un- 
trymen,  he  laid  down  the  government  of 
Neiifchatel,  which  liie  King  of  Ph.iI'm 
had  given  him  (and  which, Tir,  lie  .‘.:d 
not  adiiiiniller  with  dexterity  or  racc\  Is), 
in  order  to  pafs  tlic  remainder  of  his  days 
in  Scotland,  Finding,  however,  that 
climate  too  keen  for  his  hCid’h,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  Royal  Patton.  A  honfe 
was  built  for  him  in  the  fuburbs  of  Potf- 
(lani,  which  fiirnitlied  a  coiivciiiciit  p.  f- 
bicc  into  the  apartments  of  ih.e  Kiiig, 
with  whom  lie  lived  on  tlie  ealu fl  ami 
mod  agreeable  footing  of  intimacy  and 
friendfliipf .

It  is  impofiiblc  to  read  the  piece  before 
iiF  without  aiking  a  plain  qiieftion  :  IVhat 
title  had  Lord  Marfhal  to  be  celebrated 
by  an  eulogy — and  a  eulogy  compofed  by 
M.  d’Alembert?  The  Scottilh  peer,  tho’ 
he  had  ferved  in  fome  wars,  embafliies, 
an<l  places  of  authority,  was  neither  an 
officer,  nor  a  p')litician,  nor  a  man  of  ca¬ 
pacity,  or  genius,  in  any  line  whatever. 
He  was  obicure  in  the  field  of  battle,  he 
blundered  in  his  mifllon  into  France,  he 
was  difconcerted  in  his  government  of 
Keufchatcl,  by  the  theological  duft  which 
was  ratled  there  by  fome  orthodox  di¬ 
divines  :  in  (liort,  the  man  had  nothing 
to  raife  him  above  the  multitude,  but  his 
birth,  his  good-nature,  his  hmplicity  of 
manners,  and  the  tViendfliip  of  the  King 
of  Pruffia.  George  Keith  was  indeed, 
upon  the  whole,  aveiy  good  fort  of  a 
man,  as  the  faying  is  ;  but  if  every  good 
fort  of  a  man  is  to  have  an  tul'  gy,  the 
value  of  this  literary  honour  will  fall  a 
hundred  per  cent. 

But  this  is  not  all : — We  are  forry  to 
fay  it,— but  we  apprehend,  that  from  M. 
d’Alembert’s  account  of  this  honeft  noble¬ 
man,  fome  flagrant  proofs,  if  not  of  his 
imbecillity,  at  lead  of  his  ftrange  incon- 
fiftcncy,  may  be  very  eafily  deduced. 
*I  he  academician  tells  us,  that  Lord  Mar- 
fhal  wrote  on  the  greateft  part  of  the 
books  which  he  poflefTcd  in  his  youth, 
thefe  patriotic  words  ;  Manus  hac  inimi- 
ca  tyrannise  i.  e.  “  This  band  averfe  to  ty^ 
rants Ac.  and  that  when  any  inftance 
of  injuftice  or  oppreffion  was  mentioned, 
his  natural  clemency  and  indulgence  gave 
way, — he  took  fire,  and  breathed  ven¬ 
geance  againd  the  oppreflbr.— And  yet 
this  patriot  rclinquiflied  his  fortune,  his 
hon(;urs,  his  hopes,  and  his  country, 
from  an  ardent  attachment  to  the  houfe 
of  Stuart,  and  more  efpecially  to  the  ty¬ 
rant  James  11.  whom  Mr  d’Alembert, 
himfelf,  calls  a  jefuitical  and  pcrfccuting 
prince. 

Some  have  alledged,  that  M.  d’Alem¬ 
bert  compofed  the  eulogy  of  Lord  Mar- 
fiial,  in  order  to  have  an  cccafion  of 
throwing  dirt  upon  the  allies  of  poor  J. 
j.  Roufl'eau.  who  was  intimately  connec¬ 
ted  with  the  Scotlilh  nobleman,  ?s.d  (as 
our  Authoi  fay s)receivcd  various  n^arks  of 
hii  liberality  with  ingratitude.  Thisfeems 
to  Iftvoiir  the  opiaicii  which  fome  have 


entertained,  of  what  may  have  contribu- 
ted  to  the  compofition  of  this  eulogy,  it 
is  now  become  a  cuftom  among  the 
clopedi/tsy  and  their  fatcllitcs,  to  fall  foul 
on  the  memory  of  Roufleau,  with  a  view 
perhaps,  to  prejudice  tke  public  againii 
his  Memoirs^  in  which  their  corrupt  ca¬ 
bals,  as  a  literary,  political,  and  irreli^j.

They  take  a  large  potfull  of  cold 
water,  and  put  into  it  aoJ  much  rye- 
fiour  as  will  make  a  thin  dough  :  they 
then  place  it  in  ^n  oven,  moderately 
heated,  for  three  hours,  at  which  time 
they  lake  it  out,  and  throw  it  into  a  tub 
of  Cold  water ;  this  mixture  they  work 
uotd  it  froths,  with  a  machine  refem- 
bhng  the  ftaff  of  a  chocolate-pot,  but 
larger  To  this  liquor,  thus  prepared, 
is  added  a  couple  ut  flop-balons  lull  of 
the  grounds  of  olil  quafs,  leaven,  or,  if 
thcfe  cannot  be  proenred,  which  can 
fcarce  happen  in  Ruffia,  they  ufe  as  a 
ferment  a  piece  of  their  four  bread,  and 
cover  the  tub  with  a  cloth  to  keep  out 
the  duft,  until  the  liquo"  has  acquired  a 
fourilh  talte,  which  nurks  its  bein<  ready 
for  u:e.  However,  this  depends  upon 
the  trmperature  of  the  w'c  ^thcr,  as  it  ac¬ 
quires  the  necefiary  acidJty  looner  or 
iker,  according  to  the  feafou  or  degrees 
of  artificial  heat  that  is  employed.  This 
liquor  the  pporeft  of  the  pe^  ole  drink  as 
they  draw  it  from  tnc  tub  or  cafk  where 
it  is  kept  for  ufe ;  but  there  is  a  fuperior 
kind  of  quafs,  which  the  better  fort  of 
people  make  and  bottle  f  r  their  com¬ 
mon  nfe;  indeed  people  of  the  higheft 
rank  love  and  ufe  it  conftantly.*' 


They  alfo  ufe  another  and  better  fort 
of  quaft,  which,  as  Dr  Guthrie  obferves, 
feems  to  be  an  elegant  improvement  of 
Dr  Macbridc’s  intiifion  cf  malt  ;  and 
their  rye-bread  they  prepare  in  fiich  a 
manner  as  to  give  it  a  whokfome  acidity. 

Another  article  of  their  diet  is  faked 
cucumbers,  w^ith  the  addition  of  garlic, 
and  a  few  more  ingredients.  Likewife 
an  infnfion  of  oatmeal  bran  in  warm  w'a- 
ter,  left  to  ferment  until  it  acquire  a

The' Ruffians  alfo  make  a  didi  of  rv* 
meal,  ground  malt,  and  water,  a,  thics  a! 
cream  ;  which  is  placed  all  night  m  th! 
oven,  previouny  heared  to  a  nunluav 
degree.  In  the  morning,  a  piece  of  four 
rye-bread  is  added,  to  effia  ihcir  favou. 

nte  purpot  ;  and  the  mefois  cien  when 
cold. 

Horfe-radifh  they  dry  in  the  oven,  and 
keep  all  winter ;  powulering  it  when 
wanted,  and  mixing  it  with  vineirar.  ta 
cat  with  fait  filh. 

Turnips  they  preferve  during  the  win- 
ter  in  dry  fand  (a*  they  likewik  du  Ur 
large  white  radilh)  ;  thtlc  they  put  into 
an  earthen  pot  with  a  clofe  cover,  and 
ftevv  them  in  an  oven,  with  their  own 
juice  alone,  till  perfectly  foft,  and  then 
eat  them  with  quafs.  VVe  are  told  Uidt 
when  fugar  is  added  to  quafs,  they  make 
an  elegant  diftt,  which  is  proper  in  coughs 
and  pectoral  diforders. 

Oats  they  prepare  and  grind  in  the 
manner  of  malt,  and  mdee  of  the  nieai  a 
fort  of  flummery,  which  they  eat  with 
qnafs,  tlicir  favourite  fauce.  But  inficad 
of  the  latter,  they  fometimes  fubltilute 
milk  in  thefe  forts  of  dillies. 

After  mentioning  the  fcvcral  articles  of 
diet,  and  their  preparation,  Dr  Guthrie 
juftly  obferves,  it  is  a  regimen  fo  un:- 
torinly  calculated  to  prevent  the  Iciirvy, 
a  difeafe  which  tiic  Ruirian  climate 
would  otherwife  naturally  produce,  that, 
even  when  viewed  by  the  teft  of  modern 
opinion  and  experience,  the  ablelt  pijyli- 
cian  of  the  prefent  age  could  not  iiave 
prel'ci  ibed  one  better  adapted  to  tnc  [ in- 
pofe. 

It  is  obferved,  however,  that  thon^’h 
the  diet  of  the  northern  inh  diit.ints  (if 
KufTi.a  is  fo  exceedingly  well  ca!cn'at«  d 
to  preferve  them  from  the  feurvy,  (ifhtr 
circumftances,  fuch  as  their  cluai^i!ig> 
baths,  and  manner  of  keeping,  coiuiuc: 
not  a  little  to  this  effeift. 


In  the  firft  place,  fays  he,  they  go 
very  warmly  cloathcd  when  out  of  Cof  r  , 
although  they  wear  nothing  but  a  r!:)'t 
and  a  pair  of  linen  drawers  when  with¬

u  fiieir  religion  happily  confpires 
with  the  unavoidable  bodily  dirtinel's  at* 
tjchcd  to  their  fnuation,  to  fend  them  to 
tlicir  vapour  baths  once  or  twice  a- week : 
here  they  wa(h  away  with  aqueous  va¬ 
pour,  and  afterwards  with  water  in  its 
condenfed  ftate,  the  dirt  that  by  ohflruc- 
(inglhe  pores  ijfo  well  knowm  to  promote 
putrid  difeafes,  at  the  fame  time  that 
they  molt  effectually  open  the  cuticvilar 
I  emunftories,  and  throw  off  any  obifruC' 
ted  perfpiration  that  might  have  other- 
wife  a(Jled  as  a  fames  to  begin  the  feptic 
procefs  in  the  body  ;  and  latlly,  they  un¬ 
dergo  nightly,  as  I  mentioned  in  the  in¬ 
troduction,  a  degree  of  perfpiration  that 
fuables  our  coach- men,  for  example,  to 
fit  the  whole  day  and  fevere  winter  eve¬ 
ning  on  the  box,  or  at  leaft  out  of  do(»rs, 
without  once  dreaming  of  what  we  call 
atching  cold,  as  they  throw’  (.ff  evei  y 
night  w'hat  may  have  been  retained  in 
thed-iy,  and,  to  ufe  a  vulgar  phrale,  may 
be  faid  to  clear  out  as  tlu  y  go  ;  but  keep 
them  from  the  noClurual  luxury  of  their 
ovens,  and  you  kill  them  in  a  week/' 

In  the  conclufion  of  the  letter,  Dr  Guth¬ 
rie  intimates  a  defign  of  communica¬ 
ting  hereafter  fome  remarks  on  the  ne- 
ccffity  of  warm  cloathing  in  cold  climaces.

The  fab’e  ot  th-:)  pie^-e  is  a>  fellows  ; 
Tl'.e  pco;)le  of  Svracule  being  at  war 
with  the  Carth.igini  *ns,  perctive  their  af¬ 
fairs  very  ill  conduded  bv  tlu 't 
and  generals.  Thus  fitU'ted,  thry  make 
aonlication  to  7'io;cjlcon  to  coovnaud 
their  arn'y,  which  he  agrees  to,  on  cur.« 
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dftion  that  the  minifters  (houM  purfuc  a 
<!iffcrenl  conduit,  which  he  reprehends 
in  a  very  fpiiited  manner.  This  promiie 
being  given,  he  heads  the  army,  obtains 
a  complcat  victory,  and  rclumj*  in 
triumph. 

In  the  mean  wldle  Mnrullo,  a  fl-ive  to 
Cleora,  and  wliois  pafhnn  )i(  iy  enanaour- 
ed  with  her,  plans  a*  rebellion  amoiigft 
liis  fellow  {laves,  in  hop^.s  of  hav  ing  an 
opportunity  in  the  con  In  bon  of  ennying 
©tt  his  miftrefs.  He  puts  his  feheme  part¬ 
ly  into  execution,  and  finds  an  opiKirtu- 
nity  of  declaring,  in  a  moll  re^peitful  ns 
well  as  tender  manner,  his  pafiion,  •.vhidi 
excites  Clt-ora’s  eratitiide.  On  the  arri¬ 
val  of  Timolcon’s  viitorious  army  at  the 
gates  of  Syracufe,  they  are  aftoniiiied  at 
being  denied  admittance  into  the  city  by 
their  flaves,  who,  for  lome  time,  make 
head  againlt  them  ;  but  at  length  their 
fears  get  the  better  of  their  courage; 
Timokon’s  remonllrances  prevail  ;  they 
are  reduced  to  their  former  hate  (  f  kr~ 
vitude,  and  Murullo,  as  their  kader,  is 
doomed  to  die. 

Ckora  intercedes  with  her  admirer 
Leoftencs,  to  obtain  his  life  ;  this  intcr- 
cefTion  excites  Leo^lenes’ jealoufy ;  and 
his  fufpicions  are  further  heightened  by 
Cleora^B  vifiting  Murullo  in  prifon,  and 
Leollenes  attempts  his  life.  I'he  esufe 
of  this  mifundenlanding  being  tried  be¬ 
fore  Timoken,  as  judge,  Murullo  difeo- 
vers  himfclf  to  be  no  flavc,  but  the  great 
Pifander,  w'ho  was  induced  to  fiibmit  to 
this  fervile  (late  by  his  pafln  n  for  Cleora. 
At  the  lame  time  he  charges  Leofieres 
with  being  privately  married  to  hir  filter, 
but  had  bafely  deferted  her.  Juilice 
prevails,  and  LeoUenes,  ftriick  with  re- 
morfe,  acknowledges  Pifinder^s  fifter  to 
be  his  wife;  and  Piiander  accomplilhes 
his  fond  wllhes  with  Cleora. 

Though  this  piece  is  (trongly  tinged 
with  the  improprieties  of  chataCler  and 
di.ilogue  that  prevailed  at  the  tune  of  its 
being  written,  there  arc  many  judicious 
obfcivations  upon  life  and  uaiiners, 
which  afford  foine  fcenic  fituations  that 
produce  a  very  happy 

Cleora  is  a  charai^ler  of  very  little  bufi- 
nels,  except  in  the  tirll  and  l,d>.  ait?, 
v/hen  llie  ciifplayed  Iwr  wonted  p  owers. 

The  performers  in  general  did  juftice 
to  their  part?.  The  play  was  well  recei¬ 
ved,  principally  on  account  cf  icme  hrik- 
irg  political  pjfr<ges  in  it  ;  among  which
